“But I’m afraid it’s rather hot. 
There’s a place a half-mile down 
the road,” she volunteered. We de- 
cided against the attic and depart- 
ed, full of good will towards the 
lady, and proceeded gracefully to 
a far less expensive, less amusing, 
less attractive overnight camp, a 
half-mile off. 

In the morning, we did not even 
refer to our experience of the pre- 
vious evening, but by noon of that

A petunia-bordered walk 
urged us to enter. 

We found a cordial New Eng- 
lander who ushered us into a de- 
lightful book-filled living room. It 
did not take my experienced eyes 
long ta observe that we were in 
the home of people in the educa- 
tional field. A responsive conver- 
sation with Mrs. Tuttle verified 
this, Yes, Mr. Tuttle was a re- 
tired school principal, and she, an 
ex-schoolteacher. She graciously 
showed us the one room which she 
had available, but which did not 
suit us, as the telephone was 
there. Actually, she apologized, we 
wouldn’t mind it much, though. 

Miriam was wearing her Phi 
Beta Kappa Key. (Its purpose was 
to cover a place on her blouse 
where a button once was.) I sug- 
gested she continue to wear it, 
when she had suggested putting 
It back into oblivion, as it would 
make a good identification tag if 
We were stranded. Mrs. Tuttle no- 
ticed the key and said brightly, 
“My nephew’s got one of those”. 
And then she turned it over and 
observed Miriam’s name on the 
key, 

“You girls aren’t Jews, are you?” 
And she paid us the zenith of com- 
pliments! “I'd never have thought 
It; you don’t act like Jews.” At this 
point Miriam and I looked at each 
other, and the light which had 

n slow in coming, because of 
our naivete, suddenly dawned up- 
®n us with full force; our experi- 
ence at the first camp became pa- 
tiently clear. 

€ conversed further with Mrs. 
Tuttle, but not for long, even 
though She told us that we were 
different,” and that she’d be glad 
to allow us to remain. We tactfully 
tefused, giving the fact that the 
telephone was in the room as our 
legitimate excuse, and left. Our 
mood was sullen and angry; we 
thought it incredible “that this 
Seemingly enlightened woman 
could be so blindly narrow. 

Our eacounter with Mrs, Tuttle 

dampened our spirits, and that 
Well-known characteristic Jewish 
Saution came to the fore.

LONDON — The Evening Star 


|said German Nazis may demand 
|ransom for female members of the 
Rothschild family now detained in 
Vienna, as well as for Baron Louis 
Rothschild, head of the family’s 
Vienna branch. The same news- 
paper said London financial and 
commercial leaders were convinced 
that the holding of important Jews 
for ransom gave new proof of Ger- 
many’s acute need in foreign cur- 
rency. 

According to the Daily Herald, 
the ransom for Baron Rothschild 
was fixed at 2,000,000 pounds ($10,- 
000,000), as “compensation” for 
losses suffered in 1931 with col- 
lapse of the Kredianstalt, giant 
bank of which he was president. 

Expect Family To Pay. 

Laborite sources said a close 
friend of the Vienna Rothschilds, 
an English captain, had made sev- 
eral trips to Paris and London 
since the Baron’s arrest and im- 
prisonment, and the Nazis expect- 
ed all branches of the family to 
contribute to the ransom. ‘They 
added that Baron Rothschild, first 
sent to a concentration camp, is 
now held at the Hotel Metropole, 
Vienna headquarters of the Ger- 
man Secret Police, and that he has 
been allowed to see no one, not 
even his lawyer.

India To Get Rabbi As Native 


Graduates At

NEW YORK—One of the 46 de- 
grees given by Yeshiva College at 
its graduation last week went to 
Elias Levi, of Rangoon, who will 
become India’s chief and only rabbi. 
For years the 25,000 Jews in that 
far-away Asiatic country have 
longed for a spiritual leader, and 
now they will get one. 

Mr. Levi, who will be confirmed 
as an orthodox’ rabbi shortly, is 
engaged to Sylvia Igler, of Pater- 
son, N. J. He is an outstanding stu- 
dent, having been awarded the Na- 
tional Council of Young Israel’s 
History Prize at the commence- 
ment. 

The lack of a rabbi has been a 
point of great distress in India 
for a long time. The Jewish Tri- 
bune of Bombay declared in an ed- 
itorial last September: 

“The fact that there is not a 
single Jewish spiritual leader in 
the whole of India appears to have 
né significance to those who are in 
charge of communal affairs. To 
put it mildly, iv represents a shock- 
ing state of affairs and it is about 
time that something was done in 
this important matter. We certain-

ly cannot claim to be progressive 
if in the spiritual field of thought 
we display such unparalleled in- 
difference. Every large Jewish 
community in the world—except in 
certain towns in the East—has a 
Rabbi in its midst who serves to 
preserve and strengthen Jewish 
thought and learning and who min- 
isters in a field of the highest im- 
portance to Jewish culture. t is 
sad to note that Indian Jewry is 
badly lagging in this direction and 
unless something is immediately 
done, the community will remain in 
a state of stagnation and inani- 
tion.” 

Then, when Mr. Levi’s engage- 
ment was announced in Bombay, 
the Tribune declared hopefully: 

“There is no reason why the Jew- 
ish communities in India and 
Burma should not requisition his 
services. There has never been a 
greater need for a spiritual leader 
in our midst. Mr. Levi will have 
the necessary qualifications and in 
view of the special knowledge he 
has of conditions in this country, 
he would make the most suitable 
selection.”

[Referendum Out 
As Elections On

| NEW YORK—Many American 
| Jews, under the auspices of the 
| American Jewish Congress, will go 
| to the polls this week-end for the 
| second time in history, to elect 400 
| delegates to a session of the Amer- 
|ican Jewish Congress, the function 
of which will be to devise a pro- 
| gram to protect the rights, lives, 
|property and future of the Jews. 
| ‘The elections are the culmination 
|of a three-month campaign. 

| In 818 cities throughout the 
United States, registration of 
American Jews for participation in 
this week-end’s vote has been tak- 
ing place. In 1917, when the first 
American Jewish Congress was es- 
tablished, 335,000 votes were cast 
by direct popular vote, similar to 
the vote which will be taking place 
this week-end. It is expected, how- 
ever, that there will be a consider- 
able increase in the number of 
Jews who go to the polls on June 
25, 26 and 27. 

The delegates to be elected this 
week-end have been nominated by 
special conventions called for this 
purpose throughout the country, in 
which all Jewish organizations 
were invited to participate. The 
question scheduled to be submitted 
to a referendum vote of the Jews 
of America which calls for the es- 
tablishment of one _ all-inclusive 
agency for the defense of Jewish 
rights, will be withdrawn, in view 
of the Pittsburgh agreement, 

Prior to the elections, rallies and 
open air meetings were held 
throughout the United States. In 
New York City, as elsewhere 
throughout the country, the elec- 
tion campaign was officially con- 
cluded with a meeting Thursday. 
The New York rally was conducted 
at Carnegie Hall and was address- 
ed by Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Louis 
Lipsky, M. Maldwin Fertig, and 
others,

NEW YORK, N. Y.—Acting in 
response to suggestions from many 
quarters in all parts of the Nation, 
the Jewish National Fund announc- 
ed today its decision to dedicate a 
section of its Sefer Ha’Zahav, the 
Golden Book of Remembrance, to 
the name of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States. 

The proposal, which has been 
urged by many organizations, 
groups and individuals, aims at 
giving public expression to the 
widespread feeling of appreciation 
and gratitude to the President for 
his initiative in convokine the In- 
ternational Conference which will 
take place in Evians, France, on 
July 6. 

The Golden Book, of which five 
volumes are already in existence, 
reposes in Jerusalem, Its pages 
bear the illustrious names of the 
late King George V, Arthur James 
Lord Balfour, David Lloyd George, 
Thomas Masaryk, Aristide Briand, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Field Marshall 
Lord Allenby and Professor Albert 
Einstein, who have been honored in 
gratitude for outstanding contribu- 
tions in their respective fields. 

Entries into the Golden Book are 
effected on the basis of contribu- 
tions of $100. to the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund for Palestine Land Re- 
demption. 

While the original of the Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt Volume of the 
Golden Book will be preserved in 
Jerusalem, a replica containing the 
names of the organizations, groups 
and individuals participating in the 
tribute, will be presented to the 
President, Dr. Goldstein added. 

When informed of the action, the 
White House declared that the 
President will be glad to receive 
the replica of the Sefer Ha’Zahav 
at a convenient date in the near 
future.

cided, therefore, since we were be- 
ginning to size up the situation, to 
make inquiries, at the booth called 
“Tourist Information.” Here we, 
briefly informed the woman in 
charge, of our proposed vacation 
plans, and did not neglect to men-' 
tion the fact that we were Jews. 
(We decided later that a yellow 
badge, such as was worn by the| 
Jews in the Middle Ages, might 
have saved us a lot of annoyance.) | 
The information guide admitted 
that what we were looking for 
would be rather difficult to find, | 
under such conditions. She picked | 
up approximately 25 advertising| 
pamphlets which described small 
hotels, tourist houses and inns, of 
the type in which we were inter- 
ested. We began to skim them; the 
first ten read very well until we 
came to phrases like this: “We 
are proud to announce a 100 per 
cent American clientele!” The 
guide was kind enough to inform 
us that Jews were excluded from 
the above mentioned 100 per cent. 
Other phrases which were found 
in these pamphlets read like this, 
“No Hebrew patronage.” “We do 
not allow Jews.” “We cater to 
Christians only.” “No Hebrews al- 
lowed.” And one choice one read, 
“We do not solicit patronage other 

than Protestant.” 

There were many more pamph- 
lets of this nature. By doing a 
great deal of eliminating, we found 
one which did not specifically 
mention restrictions. “Still,” said 
our guide wisely, ‘that doesn’t 
mean you're sure to be allowed. 
Why don’t you go to the Jewish 
camp near here?” That was a 
ticklish question, but we answered 
Simply and honestly that we could 
spend only $30 per person for the 
ten days, rather than the $0 per 
person, which the well-equipped, 
modern Jewish camp would cost. 

“Well, you don’t look Jewish, so 
try these places, anyway,” said the 
guide, indicating a list. That got 
us. We firmly resolved that if we 
were never actively Jewish we 
were going to be now. No false 
colors for us‘ We were not going

The Editor’s Chair: 

Retiring President Max C. Cur- 
rick’s suggestion that local syna- 
gogue councils be organized in 
every community finds all Indiana 
and Kentucky without one city in 
which such a body has been form- 
ed. Why? It is difficult to say. 
How much good such a group could 
accomplish is a foregone comcon- 
clusion, 

In both Indiana and Kentucky, 
State groups could be organized, 
the one in Indiana including Rabbis 
Feuerlicht and Charry, of Indian- 
apolis, Rabbi Milton Greenwald, of 
- Evansville; Rabbi J. Marshall 
Taxay, of Terre Haute; Rabbis 
Schulman and Parnes, of South 
Bend; Rabbis Markovitz and Wein- 
gard, of Fort Wayne, and Rabbi 
Siegel of Gary. In Kentucky 
Rabbis Bazell, Rauch, Gittleman, 
Brilliant, Chavel and Bleiberg, of 
Louiville, and Rabbi Milton Graf- 
man of Lexington, and Feinsilver, 
of Paducah, would be included in 
the group. 

If there is actually a fight for 
the life of the synagogue, and no 
one denies that there is not such a 
battle, then why could not such 
State-wide groups as suggested by 
Rabbi Currick be effective in wag- 
ing the war. For years the isola- 
tionist policy of Rabbi Joseph 
Rauch has prevented the Sister- 
hood of Temple Adath Israel from 
joining the city-wide conference of 
Jewish Women’s organizations, and 
im one instance to my knowledge, 
from cooperating in a city-wide 
mobilization for attendance at Fri- 
day night services. It is just such 
an attitude as this which has been 
responsible for the ineffective war 
on that great mass of unaffiliated 
Jews. But how Rabbi Currick, and 
not myself, urges a joining to- 
gether of forces by all three de- 
nominations of Jewry — reform, 
conservative and orthodox. As 
president of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis (reform) 
Rabbi Currick’s words should carry 
considerable weight, 

It is hoped that in both Ken- 
tucky and Indiana the reform rab- 
bis will now take the initiative and 
organize just such synagogue coun- 
cils as Rabbi Currick suggests. 
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Implications Of Pittsburgh Peace 


1" effecting the framework for unity in Ameri- 
can Jewish life, the Pittsburgh meeting of the 
“Big Four” national Jewish organizations estab- 
lished a set of principles which indicate along 
what lines future Jewish affairs in this nation 
will be guided. 

In the first place the call for unity emanated 
not from New York and its vaunted 2,000,000 
Jews, but from the Middle West and the Far 
West—from that great body of steady-minded 
Jews away from the benighted Atlantic Seaboard. 
The Pittsburgh outlook on American Jewish af- 
fairs is*the healthy Jewish outlook. The New 
York City outlook is the befuddled management 
which has brought internal Jewish affairs to its 
present chaotic state and may be charged with a 
large share of the failure of American Jewry 
since the World War. 

In the second place the demand for unity was 
endorsed by twenty-eight American Jewish com- 
munities. The implication is obvious. A new 
force, just beginning to feel its power, has made 
itself felt in American Jewish life. If it is de- 
mocracy on a representative basis that is desired, 
then in these twenty-eight community councils 
which banded together to effect unity, there is 
every evidence of a real representative govern- 
ment. 

Predictions that the Pittsburgh Peace will not 
be successful or permanent are wholly indifferent 
to the factors involved. Refusal of any of the 
four organizations to join in the Pittsburgh Peace 


will mark them as indifferent to the better in- 
terest of American Jewry. Then too the power 
wielded by twenty-eight American Jewish com- 
munities is not to be ignored. 

So New York is losing its grip on American 
Jewish life. And the community councils through- 
out the United States are beginning to make 
known the feelings of American Jewry whose 
representatives they are. The great men of 
Athens came not so much from Athens as from 
its tributary States. The myopic New York view 
of American Jewish life has met its first major 
defeat and from here on will be in eclipse. The 
only recent trend towards concentration on the 
American Jewish life on the Atlantic Seaboard 
was the mistaken move of B’nai B’rith from Cin- 
cinnati to Washington, a move the Pittsburgh 
Peace now makes superflous. 

But this year the Zionist meet in Detroit, and 
already the fight is on to drive out the present 
New York hierarchy and substitute one whose 
chances of awaking U. S. Jewry to the essentials 
of Zionism are not limited by a beclouded view 
of that two million other Jews who breathe the 
fresh air of that common sense bred by sane 
Jewish lives, 

June 13, 1938, marks a turning point in Amer- 
ican Jewish history. Whoever is directly respon- 
sible for the Pittsburgh meeting is U. S. Jewry’s 
greatest benefactor. The Pittsburgh Peace, as it 
has been aptly called, marks a turning point in 
American Jewish, history.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman Searches Motives Of 
Communal Workers.—Isn’t it true that a large 
number of Jews enter the field of public and 
communal service, even to the neglect of their 
own private professional and business interests, 
in order to compensate for a sense of deficiency 
in their own life as Jews and as citizens? The 
Gentiles secure the large legal practice, and have 
the “best” clientele, in terms of financial rewards. 
They garner the influence and the wealth, while 
they permit the Jews to gather the “Koved” or 
“glory.” Moreover, our Gentile compatriots know 
that if there is a truly influential post which they 
really desire to occupy, they can stretch out their 
hand and take it. By the same token, Jews seem 
to “own” so many towns throughout the country. 
Their names are emblazoned on the facades of de- 
partment stores and other conspicuous mercan- 
tile establishments. But the real powers in con- 
trol of the community are the Gentiles who sit in 
the banks or in their country clubs, clipping cou- 
pons. It is entirely commendable for Jews to 
seek public applause, and to devote themselves 
zealously to altruistic deeds on behalf of the com- 
monwealth, but they must not delude themselves 
that thereby they have truly captured the leader- 
ship of the community. They are only regaling 
themselves on a few crumbs which are thrown to 
them; and unfortunately they are all too satisfied 


with all too little,

The anti-partitionists turn to America for po- 
litical influence and for the necessary funds to 
fight the partition scheme.
